Discussion at Chamber of Commerce 

Meeting at Burlingame Heard With 
Keen Interest by Many. 

One of the largest gatherings that 
ever assembled at a Chamber of Com¬ 
merce meeting in San Mateo county 
gathered in Burlingame Monday even¬ 
ing to hear a debate on the proposi- 
| tion to build a hospital for San Mateo , 
county. Other questions pertaining to 
the county’s welfare were also taken 
up, but interest centered mainly about 
the hospital discussion. President J. 
J. McGrath of the Three Cities Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce presided. 

The first address of the evening was 
made by P. R. Thompson, president of 
the Civic League of Improvementi 
Clubs of San Francisco and a member 
of the South San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce. Mr. Thompson’s talk 
dealt mainly with the matter of better ; 
transportation from San Francisco 
down the peninsula. Drawing the con¬ 
trast between Los Angeles, with seven 
great highways radiating out of the 
city and San Francisco with but one, 
Thompson declared that the big bay 
city must have better transportation 
facilities, both highway and railway,; 
with Market street terminals for the 
railroads. Mr. Thompson stated that 
his organization hau taken the matter 
up with authorities in the city, and 
had been promised the Twin Peaks 
tunnel as an entrance into San Fran- j 
cisco for additional electric lines. 

“An executive committee of all the j 
Chambers of Commerce of the penin¬ 
sula is needed to work out this vital j 
problem—electric transportation. It 
will take money to employ an electric 
transportation expert, and it will take 
the joint co-operation of every agency i 
standing for community development 
in the peninsula. 1 can assure the J 
people of San Mateo county the co-1 
operation of the Civic League of Im¬ 
provement Clubs of San Francisco,” 
Thompson stated.

T tir. ljord aian r make many geys¬ 
ers or water volcanoes, but he 
gave a distinct individuality to each of 
the few which he did make. 

He placed the majority of them in 
Yellowstone park and of these, one 
has been dignified with the name—Old 
Faithful, because of Its dependability. 

Geysers are do-as-you-p'ease freaks 
of Nature. Their .activities are gen¬ 
erally devoid of any regularity. Some 
"go off” with great frequency: Others 
only at long intervals. But, Old 
Faithful, true to the name, can be 
depended upon, day and night, winter 
or summer, to thrust her tremendous 
column of water high into the air 
(some times 170 feet), for four min¬ 
utes at a time, at Intervals of from 
sixty-five to eighty minutes. 

From a bowl-shaped surface open¬ 
ing an Irregular passage, known as 
a tube, reaches down to the intensely- 
heated regions. Water from the sur¬ 
face or underground springs trickles 
down through rocks and holes and 
collects In the bottom of this tube. 
The heat makes it boll. Then It 
turns to steam. The steam forces the 
water toward the top. Later, clouds 
of steam arise. Finally, the pressure 
of the steam overcomes the weight of 
the water above and the geyser erupts 
with astonishing force, continuing to 
do so until all the water In the tube 
has been exjielled. 

The discharged water falls to the 
ground and cools off. Soon the water 
agnln collects in the tube, becomes 
heated to the breaking-out point and 
the operation >■ repeated. 

According to observations made by 
the U. S. Geological Survey, Old Faith¬ 
ful "shoots” 1,800,000 gallons of water 
at each eruption, or about 33,228,000 
gallons every twenty-four hours— 
enough to supply a city of 300,000 In¬ 
habitants.
